l. Vict tinh troops killed during the recent fighting at Vinh Yen totalled 
1,750; other casualties totalled 3,600. fifteen thousand troovs participates 
in the battle. Viet ‘tinh forces had artillery susport. Because the at—- 
tack was launched in order to give Viet iiinh troops exovrience in Lighting 
in the Jelta area, no attenpt was made to hold ground. The Vict ‘tinh is 
not discourazed by the results of the battle as french losses equalled 
those of the Viet “inh. 


2. During the next ten days, the Viet inh plans to cut off 30 kiloncters of 
toute 5 from Hanoi to Haishong and to stage simultaneous attacks azainst 
Phat Diem and Phuly, committing 10,000 men at each place. This attack is 
plained in order to frighten the french, to propatandize Viet Minh strenzth 
among the population, and to seise a supply of rice. Viet ‘inh forces will 
not atte:npt to hold ground nor will thoy attempt to take the Delta by the 
chinese iJew Year, G February. The Viet Vlinh hopes to rally the people 

spontaneously to their side and believes that a display of strongth will 
prove the last straw for the ponuletion, those faith and confidence in Dao 
Dai and the Pranco-7ietnamese atracnants has already been weakened. Vict 
25X1X Minh aztents among eivil .an inhavitents of Uanoi are organizing this 

UOriGing. 


3. it is beliovad that Uo Chi tinh has not requested Chinese Co.mmist zround 
or air participation in the projected attack. Sixty thousand Viet 7“inh 
trooos have boen armed by the Chinese Cormunists. The overall Viet [tinh 
strategy is to obtain 10,090 additional ams from Jo:munist China to be 
sent to South Viet Nom via western routes. ith this aiditionul strongth, 
Viet “inh forces could attack North and South Viet vian simultuneously 
without active Shinese Communist purticipation. 
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
